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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
02/14/07 has been entered. 

Aliowabie Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

In regards to claim 1, none of the references of record alone or combination 
disclose or suggest an information recording apparatus which irradiated a laser light on 
a recording medium and forms recording marks corresponding to recording data, 
comprising: a light source which emits the laser light; a recording waveform generating 
unit which generates a recording pulse waveform varying between a bias power level 
and a write power level base don the recording data; and a recording unit which drives 
the light source based on the recording pulse wavefonn to form the recording marks on 
the recording medium, wherein the recording waveform generating unit adjusts an 
edge position of a pulse portion having the write power level in the recording 
pulse waveform in accordance with the bias power level such that as the bias 
power level increases or decreases from a predetermined value, the edge 
position of the write power level has a corresponding left or right movement. 
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Claims 2-9 have similar claimed languages, therefore, are allow for the same 
reason.
